The tasks that confront every organiza­ 
tion and every thoughtful citizen are becoming 
steadily more difficult and more exacting.

The responsibilities, now, do not rest alone on the 
shoulders of the few, as was largely the case in 
the past—though individual leadership is still 
F upan to the right man.

general acceptable to most people. It is not with­ 
out significance, that Dr. John Royal Harris has 
Appeared on the convention program, and that his 
Subject was “Industrial Peace." Dr. Harris is one , 
of the best and most favorably known publicists 
of the South. He is respected not only for his 
ability, but for his love.of fair play and a square 
deal. Industrial peace is a consumation devoutly 
to be wished for, longed for and prayed for. With 
the same fervor that peace loving people desired 
the ending of hostilities in the world war so peace 
between employer and employe is devoutly wished 
for at this time throughout 
the length and 
breadth of the country. Dr. James I. Vance of 
Nashville spoke to the delegates and to the gen­ 
eral public last night from the subject: “The 
golden rule as applied to the large relations of 
life." Dr. Vance is the peer of any minister of his 
day and as a pulpit orator he has few equals. He 
is also widely known as a publicist and author. 
Many of his writings have reference to industrial 
problems. 


THE SILESIAN MUDDLE 
The insurgent uprising in Silesia presents a 
grave situation which may require strong means 
to right. 
While ostensibly acting without the direct au­ 
thority of the Warsaw government, Korfanty is 
acting as a Pole and for the interests of Poland. 
That the situation should have passed beydnd 
the control of the Inter-Allied Commission, which 
is charged with the maintenance of order in that 
district, is not surprising. There never has been 
that close harmony between the British, French 
and Italians in the Silesian area which 
would 
guarantee unity of action. 
The stakes that are being played for are great. 
Next to the Ruhr, the mines of Silesia are the 
richest in Europe. In the possession of Germany, 
thye would aid materially in the settlement de­ 
manded by the Allies. In the possesion of Po­ 
land, that country would be well on its way to 
financial and industrial stability. 
Under the terms of the treaty of Versailles, 
the inhabitants of Upper Silesia were called upon 
to indicate by vote which nation they desired to 
belong to. The vote in the entire district was 
overwhelmingly in favor of Germany, but the vote 
by communes gave the richest of these to Poland. 
Tlie treaty stipulated that the vote should “be 
taken in each commune," and; that tbe result 
shoukhbe communicated by the commission to the 
Allies with recommendations as to boundaries. 
Article*97, paragraph 4, of the treaty reads: 
On the conclusion of the voting, th* 
number of votes cast in each commune will 
be communicated by the commission to the 
principal Allied and associated powers with / 
a full report as to the taking of the vote 
and a recommendation as to the line which 
ought to be adopted as the boundary of 
East Prussia in this region. In this recom­ 
mendation regard will be paid to the wishes 
of the inhabitnats as sbown by the vote 
and to the geographical and economic con­ 
ditions of the locality. The principal Al­ 
lied and associated powers will then fix 
the frontier between East Prussia and Po- . 
land in this region, leaving in any case to 
Poland for the whole of this section bor­ 
dering on the Vistula, full and complete 
control of the river, including the east bank 
of the river as may be necessary for its reg­ 
ulation and improvement. 
There have been charges made, and there 
seems to be some foundation for them, that 
the Germans colonized Upper Silesia immediately 
before the election. Be that as it may, the fact 
stands out that, even with the colonization, the 
vote in the richest communes went heavily against 
the Germans. But the task which confronted the 
commission was complicated by the geographical 
result

That Germany is largely responsible for the 
strife in Silesia is probable in view of the fact 
that Berlin propagandists have been busy spread­ 
ing false reports of the allied decision before it 
has been made. There has been no official an­ 
nouncement of any decision of the Silesian ques- 
tion, and the latitude which the treaty gives to 
the jury precludes the possibility of an accurate 
forecast. 
The duty of Poland is to sit tight and discour­ 
age by every means at her command all efforts 
to increase the tension in Middle Europe.—Nash­ 
ville Tennessean.
